In the House of Commons Mr, Edward 
Holton, the recontly elected momber for 
Chateauguay, was introduced by the Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie and Hon. Mr. Laurier,

Act, 1874." Aresolution at the instance 
of the same Minister was adopted substi- 
tuting the code of now regulations by the 
Imperial authorities for preventing colli- 
sions at sea in lieu of those at present en- 
forced in Canadian waters.

The Government to provide for the 
future hastaken steps to encourage the 
Indians in every possible way to engage in 
the cultivation of the soil and the raising 
of cattle, and thus become’ ultimately self- 
supporting. With thatendin view they 
have established some nineteen farm 
agencies where Indians could receive the 
knowledge necessary to the successful 
pursuit of the industries mentioned. The 
Commissioner has already reported that 
he entertains no doubt that not only will 
the establishment of tho farming agencies 
lead in due course to the abandonment by 
the Indians of the hunt, but that in time 
they will become entirely independent of 
the Government for subsistence. 

Reference is made to the charges made 
in the Mounted Police system, and the 
friendly relations which existed between 
them and the Indians. It is stated that 
the settlement of lands in the North-West 
Territories is proceediny satisfactorily. The 
receipts in cash and scrip during the year 
for sales amounted tv $218,409, and the 
fees on homestead and pre-emption entries 
alone realized $42,910, while the area of 
land disposed of was 1,154,072 acres.

the following report upon the-Trent River 
navigation ; 


With the numerous and exhaustive re- 
ports which haye been already made upon 
the subject, furnished me by the Depart- 
ment, and which are now before me, I con- 
coive that all that remains for myself is a 
descriptiowf the changes my examinations 
would induce me toadopt, in what has been 
already recommended by others, who had 
fow of the facilitics for a thorough inyesti- 
gation such as is now afforded, both by the 
many lm provements in the face of the coun- 
try itself, and in the means of traversing it. 

The changes I prgpose are few in num- 
ber, and are adopted with a view, first to 
economy of construction, and secondly, to 
the shortening up of the navigation. 

They consist chiefly in the substitution 
for the river uf independent cuts tor a 
canal at two points, that nearest Trenton 
being between Chisholm's Rapids and Crow 
Bay, and the other Katchewannoo aud 
Chemong Likes. 

The first, in avoiding the detour 
Campbellford and Parey Landing paves 4 
distarice of 12 miles, and the other that 
by Buckhorn Rapids and Stony Lake, 20 
miles, making a tetal decrease in the 
length of navigation between Bobcaygean 
and Trenton of 32 miles. 


In both of the cases mentioned the 
ground is favorable for the deviations, At 
Crow Bay the running of about a mile 
from the bay with a cutting whose average 
depth will not exceed 10 feet, reaches 
ground falling towards Chisholm’s, as a 
stream running through it shows, thereby 
affording a command of the country which 
renders a proper distribution of the locks 
all that is needed to reduce the amount of 
excavation to a minimum. 

I am satisfied the selection of this route 
will affect a large saving in the expendi- 
ture by the river, the stream falling so fast 
as to render every two hundred yards of its 
length ao mill power, aad the number ot 
dams and slides necessary extremely 
great, 

The fall from Crow Bay to Cbisholm is 
given as 150 feet. 

At the Chemong Lake the cutting for the 


same distance would be somewhat heavier, 
sty Trom 12 to 20 fect before reaching the 


ground falling towards Lake Katchewannw 
bh this route being only 44 miles as against 
244 by the river, nothing exists in the cost 
of ats sgoiuction to sustain any argu.

The great descent to be overcome, viz., 
that between Lakefield and Peterborough, 
and the nine-mile rapids above Trenton, 
wil require to be dealt with in whatever

For my own part, as respects the former, 
I am at present of opinion that by carrying 
the water of Katchewannoe Lake the 
necessary distance below the village of 
Lakefield, it will bebest, as at Crow Bay, 
to take an independent course, atforded by 
a small valley leading directly to the head 
of Little Lake at Peterborough, and so 
again leave the river with its great fall and 


The length of line between Lakefield and 


and J think this distance would be reduced 
from one-half to three quarters of a mile 
by the route I mention. ‘he total fall 
here is 147 feet. 

As regards the nine-mile rapids, with the 
exception of one or two points where dis- 


tings, I think a system of Jocks, dams and 
slides the only available mode of construc- 
tion. 

The fall of these rapids, as given by Mr. 

Baird, is 116 feet.

Here would seem to be the limit of my 
written instructions in this direction, but 
finding that the general desire throughout 
the whole of this section of the country 18 
not merely a local opening of the naviga- 
tion of the St. Lawrence (great as such a 
boon would be held); but that the ‘Trent 
navigation” is, in its integrity, regarded as 
the forming of a barge route for the pro- 
duce of* the great North-West from 
Georgian Bay to Bay of Quinte, 1 resolved 
upon examining the ground to Lake Sim- 
coe also, by the route recommended some 
45 years ago by Mr. N. H. Baird, viz., the 
Talbot River. 

Doing this now is an easy matter, and I 
followed the valley of the river the whole 
way to its confluence with the lake, 

About two miles from Balsam Lake the 
Talbot ia struck with easy cutting, and 
ther the whole conntry is commanded and 
most favorable. In fact, soon after strik- 
ing in the stream may be left entirely, and 
the shortest available line to Lake Simcoe 
preferred. 

Mr, Baird estimated the distance at 16} 
miles but I have no doubt that in this way 
his figures can be reduced, 

The whole fall from Balsam Lake to Lake 
Simcoe is put down ac 118 feet. 

I will merely add that persons with whom

Some of our grain exporters have been ad- 
“yined of the intended visit of several re- 
presentatives of Antwerp houses, one of 
whom, Mr. Jacques Sturm, of the grain 
commission firm of Messrs. Jacques Sturm 
& Oo,, has already arrived in the city. Tn 
con tion to-day, he paid a high tribute 
to the excellent quality of Canadian rye, 
which is sold in Antwerp not only for dis- 
illing purposes but for breadstufts, Wheat, 

~ oats and barley shipped from Montreal to 
that city last year also gave great satisfac” 
tion. Mr. Sturm” believes there is a wide 

~ market on the continent of Europe for the 
cereal products of Canada, and he predicts 
a large development of our export trade in 
that direttion, Laat year we shipped to 
Antwerp 161,778 bushels of wheat, 321,- 
890 bushels of rye, 46,026 bushels of oats, 
13,860 bushels of barley, 51 barrels of flour, 
17 barrels of ashes and 39 packages of but- 
ter, which is not so bad for the first year.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT— SECOND SESSION 


Monpay, May 3. 

I) the House of Commons, the Supple- 
moutary Mstinates for both the current 
anid fiscal yours were submitted. 

Sir Charles Tupper moved that the Goy- 
erament be ompowored to finally award the 
Paciltc Railway contract for the second one 
hundred milo section west 
without submitting the same to P rlia- 
ment for ratification. Mr. Blake objected 
to the motion on the ground that the con- 

tract might yet be signed beforo Parliament 
prorogued, The motion was allowed to 
Btand as a notice. 

A Bill amending “The General 
Wardens Act, 1874,” was 
the Minister of Marine. 

After some debate, participated in 
Messrs. Colby, Flynn, Ross (Middlesex), 
Plumb, Casey, Connell; and McDonald 
(Prince Edward Island), the resolution 
raising the fire test on Canadian petroleum 
from 105 to 115 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
reducing that on foreign petroleum from 
130 to 120 degrees, was adopted, and a 
Bill based upon the same introduced, 

Sir Leonard Tilley moyed the House into 
Conimittee on the resolutions granting a 
subsidy-of $250,000 towards the construc. 
tion of the Esquimalt graving dock in 
British Columbia. Mr, Mackenzie objected 
to the yoto for three reasons —(1) That it 
was not intended by the Order in Gouncil 
of 1873 to give a bonus towards this work : 
(2) that if it were intended, then it was 
contrary to the spirit of the terms of Union; 

and (3) that the resolutions provided that 
not only would the Government give this 
sum of $250,000 towards the building of 
this dock, but that in the event of the Pro- 
vincial Government failing to complete the 
work the Dominion Government would have 
toassuine the responsibility, thereby placing 
the burden upon the Dominion. Mr. De-

upon any prior agreement. He moved an 
amendment to tho effect that the grant be 
not aequicccod in,for te reasons assigned, 
The debate was continued by Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie and Casey for the amendment, and 
by Sir Charles Tupper against. Sir John 
position and hia followers with seeking by 
their actions and votes to drive British 
Columbia out of the Confederation.

After recess, Sir Charles Tupper laid 
upon the table the contract for the cons 
struction of the second one hundred mile 
section of the Pacific Railway west of 
Winnipeg. ‘The report of the Printing 
Committee, recommending the cancellation 
of the contract for Parliamentary printing, 
was preseuted. 


Mr, Bunster then rose.to a question of 

rivilege, and apologized to the Premier 
for having, during a previous debate, ac- 
cused him of acting unfairly towards British 
Qolumbia. 

The Government measure amending the 
Act to prevent cruelty to animals passed 
through its final stages, after certain amend- 
ments had been adopted, one of which re- 
duced the penalty for infringement of the 
law from $100 to $50. A Ministerial Bill, 
entitled an Act to authorize making certain 
inyestigations under oath, was after consid- 
erable discussion advanced two stages. The 
Bills providing for the administration of 
criminal justice in the disputed territory 
west of Fort William, &c., also that amend- 
ing the law of evidence in criminal cases 
and to authorize the taking of depositions, 
and to make the same evidence m certain 
events, passed their final stages. 


After a number of items reported from 
the Committee of Supply had been con- 
concurred in, the Bill providing for the in- 
creased issue of Dominion notes was finally 
passed on a division. 

The House then-.went into Committee of 
Supply on the Estimates and Supplement- 
ary Wstimates, and passed the same. The 
Committee reported progress. 

The Bill amending the Canada Temper- 
ance Act wasread a second time and passed 
through Committee of the Whole. On the 
question of receiving the report, Mr, 
Boultbee moved in amendment that the 
Bill be referred back to the Committee 
with instructions toamend the same by 
insertivy « clause repealing clause 57 of the 
Act and substituting a clause stating that a 
majority of the registered electors, and not 
of the votes polled, muat declare in favor of 
the Act before it can be enforced. The 
debate was adjourned, and the Speaker left

Care of Miich Cows. 


During the intense hot weather of sum- 
mer, cows, unless in very extra pasture, 
with a plenty of shade and good water, fail 
very much-in their productiveness. When 
once partially dried up, it is hard to bring 
them into a full flow of milk again during 
the season. ‘The greatest care should there~ 
fore be taken to give them a plenty of some 
kind of nutritious soil-feed, corn, oats, or 
whatever other green feed a farmer may 
happen to have. Feed they must have or 
dry up—there is nosuch thing as milk and 
butter without feed. 

If cows are obliged to work hard all day, 
in a short pasture, during hot weather, to 
obtain barely enough to keep them alive, 
they will become both too much heated and 
fatigued to keep up a full flow of milk, and 
whoever expects any prolit from cows in 
hot weathor must feed them enough, so 
that as the heat of the day advances they 
may rotire to the shade, for comfort and 


repose. Wxcowsive heat is more injurious 
to amilch cow than short feed. Cows 
require plenty to eat without great exer- 
cise to obtain it, and repose. It ia more 


profitable to feed shorta, oil meal, or other 
grain, where pustures are short, than to 
suitor cowa to dry up, 

Vows should be driyen yvory slowly, par. 
ticularly in hot weather, that they may not

THE PRINTING CONTRACT. 


Eeport of the Sub-Committee on 
the Irregularities,

Ws :-— 
The sub-Committeo of the Joint Co itte 
of both Houses on the printhiy Oe Pao 
appointed 0 report as to the best means of 
preventing in the future irregularities or im- 
proper practices in the tendering for the Par- 
liamentary printing, and to consider the best 
methods for the performance of the printing 
in fature, beg leave to submit as their report 
the following resolutions :— 

? 1. That the adoption of any report of the 
Committee recommending the cancellation of 
the printing contract must take immediate 
effect, and would consequently involve great 
loas and inconvenience to the public service 
and seriously interfere with the performance 


of tlle work necedisarily required by Parlia- 
ment. 


2. That in order to obviate this difficulty 
and secure the cancellation of the contract for 
the printing of Parliament at such a time aa 
would least.interfere with or affect the re- 
quirements of the public service, your sub- 
Committee would recommend under advice 
that a bill be introduced into Parliament, 
declaring the present contract with Messrs. 
McLean, Roger & Co. null and void after the 
close of the work pertaining to the present 
Session, 

3. That on or befora the 15th day of M 
the Clerk of the Committee do aiyatiad fee 
tenders forthe future performance of the 
work, such tenders to be sent in within three 
weeks after the date of the advertisement, and 
to be accompanied with a deposit of $1,000, as 
& guarantee of the good faith of such tender, 
and should any party to whom the contract 
may be awarded al based on his tender fail to 
sign the same or comply with the necessary 
conditions, or to make the required deposit 
of $5,000, the security demanded for the due 
fultilment of the contract, thesaid sum of 
$1,000 -to be peremptorily forfeited for the 
public use of the Dominion, ‘Iwo days, and 
no longer, after the notification of the accep- 
tance of the tender, will be allowed for the 
makingof the required deposit. Should de- 
fault be made, the forfeiture as above to be 
enacted and avother tender selected. on the 
same condition, and so on, The conditions of 
the cortract for the printing to be the same 
as those entered into for the present contract, 
save and except the alterations as above 
specified. The quantities on which the sev- 
eral tenders will be worked out to be those 
a8 farnished in the printing account for the 
years 18789. The tenders shall be addressed 
to and opened by the Olerk of the Committee 
in the presence of the hon, the Secretary of 
State and of the hon. the Speaker of the House 
of Commons, who are hereby authorized and 
empowered to make such an award as to them 


may seem proper. The contract to be entered 
prtaplall vo omiauc 4h lurce aurmg tne 


unexpired portion of the present contract. 


4. Your sub Committee having given as 
much consideration to the question of the 
best means of preventing a recurrence.of the 
irregular and improper practices with regard 
to the granting of the late printing contracts 
as disclused in the minutes of evidence, and 
as the time of their disposal admitted, would 
recommend as a means to prevent in future 
the evils complained of, that Parlisment 
should perform its own printing, Your sub- 
Committee, however, are not prepared to 
make apy definite reccommendation until 
more particular enquiry can be made into the 
syetems adopted by Great Britain, France, 
the United States, and the several British 
colonies. They would, therefore, respectful- 
ly request that they be relieved from the 
further consideration of this subject during 
the present session, 

Your sub-Committee would further recom- 
mend that when tenders are called for in fu- 
ture, and received, that neither the names of 
the parties tendering nor the name of the par- 
ties to whom the contract may be awarded, 
should be divulged till the required security 
for the due fulfilment of the contract is depos- 
ited, aud the contract awarded, so far as the 
recommendation of the Committee is con- 
cerned. . 

The report was proceeded with, clause by 
clause, and adopted by 14 to 3.

News from our Far North-West. 


From the Saskatchewan Herald of the 
16th of March :— 
BATTLEFORD AND VICINITY, 


The Lieutenant Governor recently receiv- 
ed from Wm. McKay, Esq., of Fort Pitt, a 
fine specimen of the trout that are native 
to the upper waters of this country. It was 
caught in Cold Lake, and when cleaned 
weighed twenty-two pounds andahalf. But

Let it be granted that Americans are in fayor 
ofa new reciprocity treaty. Why sbould 
Canadian protectionists rejoice atthe prospect?

American ‘ufactures must be excluded in 


order to force Canadian manufactures into 
life. Do they suppose that there is the least 
obance of getting reciprocity except by ad- 
mitting American manufactures at low rates 
of duty? Our neighbors will ovly consent 
toles “ana7ian agricultural produce enter 
the Union freely on condition that the fence 
against their manufactured goods is taken 
down. We would girdly see such an ar- 
rangement brought about, but the Conserya- 
tive journals, to be consistent, should oppose 
_ it to the uttermost. They are, however, 

delighted with the hope that the reciprocity 

Movement may bring about a tfeaty, and

PERSONAL INSPECTION OF THE DERP SHAFT. 
After concluding my conversation with 
Mr. Stretch I visited the deep shaft (the 
only one then being worked), accompanied 
by Captain O'Neil, the Gatling Company’s 
Superintendent.

surface, while that which rises afterwards 
but tends toreduce the quality. Oream 
is a singular product; all of it will not 
riso—\vould not rise ina month, even if 
tho milk could be kept sweet during that 
period, and some of the globules actually 
sink instead of riso, while others remain 
in suspension, neithor going up nor down. 
Thus the specific gravity of the globules 
varios, not on account of size only, but 
alao on account of composition; but, in any 
case, tha cream which, under ordinary 
conditions, rises in tho firat twelve hours, 
will make the finest butter. —Dn. 
DeKuinzr, in Farmer's Review.

THINGS Nor ESSENTIAL—OWARITY IN ALL. 
FRIDAY, MAY 14. 1880. 
'SPRING MILLINERY 
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ADRIFT FOR EIGHTY-ONE HOURS. 


Captain Boal, of the foundered brig 
Lizzie M, Merrill, from New York to New 
Orleans, was picked up off Cape Hatteras, 
after clinging toa raft tor 81 hours, and 
brought to Queenstown on March 30th. 
He was rescued with great difficulty, He 
was laslied toa lot of scantling. His eyes 
wero almost starting out of their sockets, 
his cheeks were sunken, and his lips were 
so parched that they failed to cover his 
teeth. The man was unable to talk, but 
he stretched out his arms in a mute appeal 
to the seamen beside him. After several 
days of careful treatment, the rescued man 
was ablo to tell his story, as follows: 

“It seemed,” said Captain Beal, ‘‘as if we 
were in a huge vortex. Sea after sea 
boarded us fore and aft. It stove in the 
deck and tore away the rudder and stern- 
post. Afew moments later the quarter- 
master, who was lashed to the wheel, was 
struck by a huge sea, torn away from his 
lashings, and carried far to leeward, The 
ship, though in the trough of the sea, now 
began to pitch her bowsprit under, and J 
knew she was foundering. Shortly after 
this the ship gavea great lurch and went 
down, On rising to the surface I saw the 
lifeboat, which [ had launched as soon as 
the deck was stove, about twenty yards to 
leeward of me, with the second mate and 
one sailor in it; but they could not pull to 
me,as they had no oars. I saw the mate 
and another man get upon some pieces of 
wreckaye, and | found some pieces of the 
afterhouse, which I managed to lash to- 
gether and climb on. These pieces were 
about eight feet long and two feet broad, 
On these I gradually drifted away from the 
lifeboat. Had the mateand his companion 
only a smal! billet of wood they could have 
turned their boat so as to reach me. At one 
time I had resolved to jump off the raft and 
try to swim to the boat, but the distance 
was too great. Towards evening I threw 
up my hands évery few minutes, s0 as to 
encourage them, and they returned the sig- 


‘nal. We must have been a mile apart,and 


the gap was steadily widening. As night 
fell aud they gradually faded from my sight, 
the first feeling of terrorcrept over me. I 
felt that it was our final separation, the 
chances of a rescue being all in their favor. 
T had a few pieces of cracker 1n my pockets, 
but from the moment I began to realize my 
situation the feelling of hunger departed. 
All night I was tossed about. My limbs 
became benumbed, and I began to fear that 
I would be washed off. ‘Io prevent this, I 
cut some strips from my shirt, and lashed 
myself to the timber of the raft. I strained 
eyes all that night for alight. To add 


y distressed condition, J was seized 
with poser 8% t. that seemed to be 


me up, 1 kept my hair, face, neck 
well moistened ; and this afford- 
ed me great relief. When daylight came, 
no object was visible onthe water. All 
that day I drifted about. I ate two biscuits 
and found I had one left. Repeatedly I 
was seized with a burning thirst and would 
have given the world for a drink. At night 
a feeling of faintnees caine over me, and I 
became unconsciots. Ido not know how 
long lremained inthis situation, I was 
awakened by an acute painjand found that 
my arm had been caught between the plank- 
ing: J] paased all that night and the next 
day and night without tasting of the re- 
maining biscuit,” 


Major-General Luard. 


Major-General R, G. A, Luard, the suc- 
cessor to Sir Selby Smyth in the command 
of the Auxiliary Forces in the Dominion of 
Canada, was educated at the Royal Military 
College, Sandhurst, and obtained his Erat 
commission without purchase in 1845. He 
served as adjutant of the Bafis from 1848 to 
1850, and was employed during the distur- 
bances in [reland in 1856, under the present 
Sir Charles Van Straubengee, at Pilltown, 
On obtaining hia company in 1853, he ex- 
changed from the Butts into the 62nd Light 
Infantry, with a view to seeing active ser- 
vice in India. The war with Russia occur- 
ring not longafter his arrival in India, Capt. 
Luard arranged an exchange to see seryice 
in the Orimea, and joined the 77th Regi- 
ment before Sebastopol on the Ht March, 
1855. He wea in the trenches atthe 
taking of the Quarries with the 77th, and 
as brigade-major to Colonel Van Strau- 
benzee’s brigade, took partin the attack 
at Sebastopol on the 18th June, Soon 
after this he joined the headquarter 
staff as deputy assistant and adjutant 
general under the present Lord Longford, 
and was present at the assault on the Redan 
Sth Sept.,1855,(brevet of major,medal with 
clasp, Sardinian and Turkish medals, and 
6th class of the Medjidie.) On his return to 
England in 1856 he was appointed brigade- 
major to the 1st Brigade in Dublin, and in 
1857 accompanied his brigadier, Major- 
Gener Straubenzee, to China. On his way 
out he went to Calcutta to offer his services 
for the suppression of the Indian mutiny, 
but was ordered on to China. As brigade- 
major to Colonel Graham's brigade, he was 
at the assault and capture of Oanton, 29th 
December, 1858,(mentioned in despatches. ) 
Tn 1859 he was taken ao seriously ill that he 
was sent home to England, and did not 
thoroughly recover from the effect of the ill- 
ness for many years. While serving if 
1859 as aide-de-camp to Sir Jamos Soarlett, 
commanding gt ortemouth, he was 
abliged yhéugh ill-health to decline a 
majority in the 77th Regiment in ndia. 
In 1860 he was appointed one of the first 
assistant inspectors of Volunteers, which 
appointment he held until 1805, Colonel 
Luard was also one in 486] an appoint- 
iiont to drill the Canadian militia, but was 
obliged again to decline by his doctors 
advice. in 1865, being anxious ta return 
to regimental work, he exchanged _ from 
half pay into the G2ad Regiment, which he 
joined as major at Aldershot, and accom- 
panied to Plymouth in command of a 
wing. Here his health again told 
againet him, so he retired to temporary 
half pay. in 1866 he was for a short time 
acting aide-de-camp to Sir James Scarlett 
at Aldershot, and then, thinking coyntry 
life in England would benefit his health,” 
he accepted the Adjutancy of the 1st Ad- 
ministrative Battalion Cinque Ports Rifle 
Volunteers, In 1873 ha went as assist- 
ant military secretary to Sir William 
O'Grady Haly, commanding the forces 
in Canada, and remained at Halifax two 
wund and a half years.

Sad Death of an Old Lady in ‘o- 
ronto—She Blew out ‘the Gas.

THEIR CONDITION AND PROSPECTS 


Some Improvement and a Hopeful 


Outlook. 


Belleville, although possessed of many 


capabilities and apparent advantages, has 
not as yet become a great seat of manufac- 
turing industry, Whilst other citics, towns 
and villages seemingly not so well adapted 
for the purpose, have become manufactur 
ing centres, Belleville has made but little 
progress in that direction of late years, 
atill there is good ground for hoping that 
the tlatteriug belief of former times will yet 
be realized and that our fair city will, by 
the aid of the iron industry, for which it 
presents unrivalled facilities, attain to a 
prominent position amongst the aisterhood 
of cities in Ontario, What are the causes 
of the present atate of things itis not the 
present purpose to inquire. Suftice it to 
gay that, despite the depression of the past 
five or six yearsand all other untoward 
causes, a considerable number of manu- 
factories still survive ; that some new ones 
have been added during the past twelve 
‘months ; and that the prospects are regard- 
ed by the manufacturers themselves as 
being favorable. These conclusions have 
been arrived at from visits paid within the 
past few days to nearly all the manufac- 
turing establishments of any prominence 
in the city, the detailed results of which 
are given herewith. 


THE FOUNDRY BUSINESS. 

“Messrs. J. M. Walker & Uo. employ from 
30 to 35.men, or about the same number

CONSUMPTION, 


Consumption is little understood by the 
people, aud yetis the most common disease 

nown toman. Because of this want of 
knowledge, and the fearful prevalence and 
fatality of this disease, it appeals more strong- 
ly to the physici an for help than any other in 
the long catalogue of bodily afilictions. The 
bills of mortality prove that in this climate 
fully one fourth of the entire population 
above the age offi'teen fall a sacrifice to this 
form of disease. The question of prevention 
and treatment, therefore, is of the imsportance 
of life itself to one-fourth of the peop’e gen- 
erally. Unless they are saved through the 
adoption of some improved method of medica- 
tion, their doom is sealed, and the only ques- 
tion is whether they will be called upon to 
rendor up their lives to the insatiate destroyer 
this year or next, or in the following years. 

The total inefficiency means hitherto 
employed through the stomach is sufficient to 
demonstrate.that the disease vai.n0t be cured 
in that way.

treatment is employed. 


These are not the early symptoms of con: 
sumption, They are, in fact,symptoms of the 
confirmed disease. Now, whatis to be done? 
Are we, after listening and percussing, percuss- 
ing and listening again,to shake our heads and 
say: ‘‘My ood sir, you are in consumption,and 
nothing can be done to save you?” God forbid! 
The physician who intimates as much, thoughhe 
does not say it in so many words,utters a libel 

‘on his art; for although in such case there is 
great danger, still mach may bedone,and much 
ought to be done. How? Not by setting out with 
the impression that the patient's Nissees is 
incurable, and that temporary case is all that 
we can promise him, not by prescribing potion 
after potion with the view only of allayipg 
some troublesome symptom, not by merely 
opening the bowels when they are con- 
fined, or confining them when they ure 
open; not by increasing expectoration 
when too .scanty, or checking it when 
too great; these though they constitute 
nearly tho whole of the present mode of treat- 
ing Consumption, could be accomplished by 
the veriest greenhorn who had'spent but six 
months in a do.tor’s dispensary, almost as well 
as by the doctor bimself. ‘They are all well 
enough as far as they go, inasmuch as they 
relieve the patient’s discomfort, but as cu- 
rative means they are utterly worthless,— 
nay, more, they are cruel, — because this 
very relief lulls the patient into a false 
security, and induces him to think that he 
is being treated for the cure of his disease 
when he is rapidly approaching his end under 
.& wretched palliation, No, we must take up 
arms boldly against the great cause. We must 
attack the disease in the lungs and through 
the lungs by direct medication. We must 
reach the tubercles in the lungs and the carbon 
in the blood, and we can never do that 
through the stomach. 

In this climate most cases of conaumption 
take their rise in somo form of chronic dis- 
ease of the air passages which lead to the 
luogs—catarrh, granular throat or bronchitis. 
If poople wouldapie realize that the lungs 
become diseased in the yreat majority of 
instances only after long continuance of the 
affections, and is, in fact, but the se,uel or 
conse(juence of neglecting them, and could in 
all such cases be prevented. consumption 
would lose half its terrors. But here again we 
are met by another difficulty. Because wash- 
ing out the nose with salt and water, and anuft- 
ing up a few bottles of quack nostrums—sold 
as ‘‘catarrh remedies’’—will not cure catarrh, 
thoy are fast coming to the conclusion that it 
too isincurable, So little is done to prevent 
consumption, and still less to cure it after it 
is established, 

Who can wonder that one-fourth of the 
people die in hopeless misery when such 
sonscless ideas prevail? Instead of going to 
work like rational beings to protect the longs 
from irritation by a proper treatment of ca- 
tarrh, under which eyery case can be cured, 
they fritter away precious time waiting for 
the lungs to become diseased, and when they 
have actually produced Consumption by their 
folly, abandon all the hope of cure, and com- 
mit their lives to a miserable course of pallia- 
tion which never yet saved a couse. ; 

Without courage and porsoverance nothizg 
is curable. But with these, aided by proper 
and skiltul treatment, Consumption can gon- 
erally bo arrested, even after the lungs aro 
oxtonsivoly diseased. ye

when the best results might be expected to 
attend treatment. When there is loss of 
flesh,cough, purulent expectoration and spitt- 
ivg of blood ; when the stethoscope reveals the 
presence of a cavity in the lungs, and percus- 
sion demonstrate that a considerable portion 
had become solid by tubercles, the merest 
tyro in the profession knows that the patient 
is faradvanced inconsumption, and yet such 
is the condition of most cases before any 
treatment is employed. 

These are not the early symptoms of con- 
sumption, They are, in fact,symptoms of the 
confirmed disease, Now, what is to be done? 
Are we, after listening and percussing, percuss- 
ing and listening again, to shake our heads and 
say: ‘My good sir, you are in consumption,and 
nothing can be done to save you?” God forbid! 
The physician who intimates as reese he 
does not say it in somany words,utters a libel 
on his art; for although in such case there is 
great danger, still much may bedone,and much 
ought to be done. How? Not bysetting out with 
the impression that the patient's disease is 
incurable, and that temporary ease is all that 
We can promise him, not by prescribing potion 
after potion with the view only of allaying 
some troublesome symptom, not by merely 
opening the bowels when they are cou- 
fined, or contining them when they ure 
open; not by increasing expectoration 
when too scanty, or checking it when 
too great; these though they constitute 
nearly the whole of the present mode of treat- 
ing Consumption, could be accomplished by 
the veriest pia who had spent but six 
months in a doctor’s dispensary, almost as well 
as by the doctor himself. ‘They are all well 
enough as far as they go, inasmuch as they 
relieve the patient’s discomfort, but as cu- 
rative means they are utterly worthless,— 
nay, more, they are cruel, — because this 
very relief lulls the patient into a false 
security, and induces him to think that he 
is being treated forthe cure of his disease 
when he is rapidly approaching his end under 
a wretched palliation, No, we must take up 
arms boldly against the great cause. We must 
attack the disease in the lungs and through 
the lungs by direct medication, We must 
reach thetubercles in the lungs and the carbon 
in the blood, and we can never do that 
through the stomach. 

In this Climate most cases of consumption 
take their rise in some form of chronic dis- 
ease of the air passages which lead to the 
lungs—catarrh, granular throat or bronchitis, 
If people would fat realize that the lungs 
become diseased in the yreat majority of 
instauces only after long continuance of the 
affections, and is, in fact. but the se)uel or 
consequence of neglecting them, and could in 
all such cages be ~preyented, consumption 
would lose half its terrors. But here again we 
are met by another difficulty. Because wash- 
ing out the nose with salt and water, and snull- 
ing up a few bottles of quack nostrums—aold 
as ‘‘catarrh remedics!'—will not cure catarrh, 
they are fast coming to the conclusion that it 
too is incurable, Solittle is done to prevent 
consumption, and still less to cure it after it 
is established, 

Who can wonder that ove-fourth of the 
people die in hopeless misery when such 
senseless iddas prevail? Instead of yoing to 
work like rational beings to protect the lungs 
from. irritation by a proper treatment of Cca- 
tarrh, under which eyery case can be oured, 
they fritter away precious timo waiting for 
the lungs to become diseased, and when the 
have actually produced Consumptiou by their 
folly, abandon all tha hope of oure, and come 
mit their lives to a miserable course of pallia- 
tion which never yot saved & Cus, ;

A Terrible Tale ot the Sea. 


An official inquiry into the loss of the 
barge Ulster, of S§. John, New Brunswick, 
was concluded at Liverpoul a few days ago 
before the stipendiary magistrate, assisted 
by nautical assessors. The inquiry revealed 
a terrible story of hardship and privation. 
The Ulster sailed from St. John on the 
29th of January last witha caryo of timber 
for Liverpool, and up to the 8th of Febru- 
ary had fine weather and favorable winds. 
At midnight on the 8th, however, the wind 
backed and a heavy gale commenced to 
At daybreak the weather continued 
unabated, and the heavy seas shipped from

The 
night havipg come on again, and the gale 
being unabated, the boat skids were brok- 
en by the seas, and two of the boats, the 
pinnace and the gig, as well as all the loose 
things, were washed away. On the 10th, 
the weather moderated, but the following 
day another gale came on, and about 2 p. 
m. the binnacle and the wheel were car- 
ried away by a tremendous sea, 
threatened to engulf the ship entirely. 
At 4p. m., during a lull in the storm 
crew were able to go 
get seme dinaer, but while théy were so 
engaged the ship was struck by a hurricane 
from the north-west, which caused the 
mainyard to break away, and threw the 
vessel on her beam ends, the port rail being 
At op, m. the cabin door 
was burst in, and some of the men took to 
the rigging. At daylight on the 12th it 
was discovered that the steward was miss- 
Ing, having probably boon ewopt away from 
the rigging by the waves, I 
swelling of the timber in the hold caused 
the hatches to burst open from below, and 
tho vessel became water logged, upon which 
the crew took refuge in the upper lazarette, 
where they remamed helplexs for six days, 
subsisting on preserved provisions, which 
they obtained by breaking through the 
bulkhead into the cabin. 
be found to drink was a jar of fresh water. 
On the 18th the crew left the lazarette and 
took to the rigging, but the raging sea 
swept away one man (an A. B., belong- 
ing to London, named James Lindsay), 
and the intense cold and exposure caused 
another man, named Anderson, a Norwe- 
gian, to die in the rigging. The cook 
became delirious from the terrible priva- 
tion to which he and all the others were 
subjected, and jumped into the sea in a fit 
of frenzy. For three days the unhapvy 
men remained clinging to the rigging of the 
watorlogged ship, having neither food nor 
water to sustain them, and their sufferings 
being increased by the fact that two steam- 
era were sighted, which, in spite of the 
signals made by the despairing men, passed 
on without noticing them, On the 22nd 
February they were seen by the steamer 
archus, which took them off in her 
oat, and brought them to London. 
Tho above facts having been shown by the 
evidence, the Board of Trade Court, in 
giving judgment on Saturday, oxonerated 
the master from all blame, attributing the 
loss of the ship to the terrific weather 
which prevailed on the Atlantic at the

Inquest 


Conskcon, May 18. 

The adjourned inquest into the cause of 
of the death of John Amans, was resumed 
this evening at seven o'clock, before F. H. 
Thornton, M. D., Coroner, Mr. W.H.1K. 
Allison appeared on behalf of the Crown, 
and Mr, L. U, ©. Titus, of Trenton, ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

During the day J. O, H. Pierson was ar- 
restedi as being an accomplice in the mur- 
der. 

The first witness called was Owen Dul- 
mage, fisherman, who being sworn stated; I 
was acquainted with ‘the deceased for 
several yoars ; last saw him alive on last 
Saturday eveping about nine o’clock on 
the road about three quarters of a mile 
from here ; I spoke to him ; he answered 
me ; he asked me if I had been to the lake 
fishing and how many fish I caught; he 
asked me if I knew if Jas, Pierson was 
home ; I told him I had heard that James 
Pierson and Thomas Thompson had gone 
to Wellington ; he then asked me if Bully 
Olark was in my shanty on the beach ; I 
told him I thought he was, as I had left 
him there ; he asked me to have a drink, 
which I did ; he drank first; it was whiskey 
that we drank ; when he left me he went 
towards the house of James Pierson, which 
is alsoin the same direction of the lake ; 
this was the last time 1 saw deceased alive. 

David P. Corry, sworn, stated: I reside 
on Pierson’s Point, in the township of 
Hillier ; am a yeoman ; was acqainted with 
deceased for eight or ten yoars. I have 
been living on the ‘*Point” since the first of 
last October ; my dwelling ia about eight 
or ten rods from the dwelling of James 
Pierson ; I haye seen the deceased at Pier- 
son’s three or four times since I lived on 
the Point; never saw him there at night, 
I know of no unfriendly feeling existing 
between the deceased and James Pierson’s 


family ; 1 was about the farm all day on, 


Saturday last ; came into the house about 
seven o'clock’; saw no person Other than 
Pierson’s family around there ; I went to 
bed about eight o’clock, was disturbed 
about twenty-five minutes to two o'clock 
by the prisoners: Pierson and Thompson ; 
I knew the person that spoke by his 
voice, it was James Pierson, I did not 
speak until I lighted the lamp; I then 
raised the window and James Pierson ask- 
ed me if my gun was loaded; I told him no; 
he said a party had been into his house and 
had effected an entrance through the par- 
lor window; the prisoner Thompson said 
he heard them in the parlor; Pierson then 
asked me for my gun for there were some 
parties prowling around the house trying 
to get in to steal or rob, or he did not 
know what; at his request I went and got 
my gun andsaid here isa musket my broth- 
er left here; they took it and left; I then 
went to bed; they seemed to be sober but 
quite agitated; before I went to bed I bolt- 
ed the west kitchen door; | was again 
disturbed about three o'clock by the pris- 
oners Thompson and Pierson; Pierson said 
he wanted me to get up, as they had laid 


out one man; I asked himif he had any 





idew who lt was, he said yes, it was John 
Amans; 1 said ‘for gracious sake, you 
have not shot John Amans”; he said Tom 
has shot him, meaning the prisoner Thomp= 
son; he wanted me to go over: I told him 
“no not to-night, I will in the morning”; 
he asked mea second and third time, and 
each time I refused; JI told him to 
leave the body where it was and 
in the morning notify the Coroner 
and he would instruct bim what to do; 
I did not hear the report of the gun; I 
went over in the morning and found the 
body of John Amans lying at +he south 
side of the kitchen ; 1t was then about six 
o'clock ; I examined the parlor window and 
found boot nail marks on the left side of 
the window ; there was some dirt on tho 
sill ; also saw some marks on the house 
below the window ; underneath the window 
was a foot mark,apparently made by a per 
son wearing a number seven or eight boot ; 
at the north side of the house, two or three 
boards below the first window upstairs, 
Witness saw a mark which seemed ta be 
made with a pole ; this room in which the 
last mentioned window was in was said to 


be occupied by Catharine Vincent, the tirat 


witneas. 


RK. ‘L. Hayes, constable, sworn, stated as 
to the finding of the body that deceased 
had on the same apparel as he was acous- 
tomed to wear, was in no way disguised, 
and that the gu found near the body had 
been recently discharged. 


The counsel for the prisoner objected to 
the last answer on the ground that tho 
witness was not an expert (the objection 
was noted), Krom the sizo of the wound 
I could not say how far the gan was from 
deceased when discharged, 

The report of the post-mortem oxamina- 
tion made by Dr, Day, of Trenton, was 
then presented, which showed that death 
was causod by the shot wounds. 

The inquest was again adjourned until 
to-morrow evening, whon Catharine ‘Vin. 
cent, the first witness, will bo recalled.

The Great Boat Race 
Hanlan Wins as he Likes 


COURTNEY ROWS IWO MILES 
AND RETIRES. 


(from the Mail.) 


Wasittnuton, May 10. 


Tho men having taken their stations, tho 
roforoo gave tho usual instructions, signalled 
for the atarting gun to fire, and they aro off, 
Both atrike the water simultaneously, end 
thoir frail craft spring forward like groy- 
hounds, and the long talked of race has ao- 
tually commenced, Hanlan has got the out, 
ward or Virgioia shore, thus scouring the ad- 
vantago, the buoys have beon placed diagon- 
ally from the shore, Courtney being on the 
inside or the Washington ehore, consequent- 
ly appears to have a length the best of it at 
the sendo®, 

Before fifty yards have been travelled, his 
opponent ison even terms, Going off at 32, 
Hanlan socing his rival apparently ahead, 
quickened to 35, and with a fow poworful 
atrokes was @longside, Courtney, rowing at 
a 84 pull, oncouraged by the shouts of his 
countrymen, make an offort, but it is futile. 
Every stroke of Hanlan’s tells, and at an 
cighth of a wile, opposite the firat grand stand 
he ia clear ot the Yankee, 

Vainly do the people shout thomsleves 
hoarse and urge Courtoey to quicken his 
atroke, The Toronto boy atill forges ahead, 
and ata quarter of a milo off the Knicker- 
becker ice-house he has a good length and a 
half to the good. Thus carly in the race it 
was apparent the struggle was over, Hanla' 
having dropped his stroke to 29, : 

At three eighths of a mile, in rounding the 
bend, which is caused by the point of Ana- 
lostan Island, Hanlan does soine foul steering, 
and nearly collides With the flags marking the 
third furlong, Courtney turns round in the 
nick of time to get his own course, and, 
secing his antagonist in difficulty, makes 
an expiring effort. It is ghastly in its 
failure, for Hanlan, clear of the obstacle, 
gathors himself together aud, quickening 
the very slightest, shoots off once more, 
It is all oyer, and the procession begins, 

Courtney stops off the gas-works, five- 
eightha of a milo having been accomplished, 
and for a moment seems to hesitate whether 
to quit right there and then, or pursue the 
relentless Canadian, who is fast adding length 
to length in the distance separating them. 
A sense of his position seems to come over 
him, and once more he plies his oars, but the 
life has gone out of them, It is true he 
pulls twenty-eight long strokes to the min- 
ute, but there must be a lack of strength, for 
the man in the little white cedar boat in front 
there is only working his blades at twenty- 
six, but see how they carry him along past 
the mile flag. 

The Canadian is leading by six lengths at a 
mile andaneighth. Opposite the entrance to 
the cemetery on the Virginia shore, on Gen'l 
Leo's old estate, he had added a couple more, 
making eight good lengths which he has to 
spare. Courtney looks round despairingly 
once more, casts a wistful glance ut his reced- 
ing competitor, and bends yet again to his 
hopeless task. 

They continue in this style till off the State 
Department, two miles on the way, Hanlan 
rowing as he likes, and yet ever adding to hig 
adyantage, A little further on and the 
vaunted Union Springs sculler for the last 
time takes inthe situation ; his heart fails 
him, and, at the sight of the hopeless gap, he 
bows his head, slowly turns his craft and 
sadly rows homeward, without going to his 
buoy by nearly three furlongs. Hanlan pulle 
on alone, é 

Riley, who started t> row over the course, 
about a quarter ofa mile ahead of the con- 
testants, isin frontof him, and he there- 
foredoes not hurry, but contents himself 
with rounding the buoy in something like 
seventeen minutes from the start. Riley 
rows on in the van, inviting his country- 
men to witness his showy style, which 
says as plainly as actions can speak, ‘'See 
how I would have done.” The eaid coun- 
trymen onthe Speedwell duly appreciate 
the situation, and echoing Riley’a thoughts 
sayone after the other, ‘‘] wish Riley had 
started, he at least would have made a race;” 
some ovcasionally varying it with, ‘‘ I think 
he could beat them both.” Buta stopper is 
rapidly put on that, for a gentleman present 
offers to back Hanlan there and then for any 
amount from $1,000 up to $10,000 to be rowed 
either on Saturday or the following week. 

While this is passing, the Canadian has pur- 
sued the even tenor of his way, now rising to 
thirty, now dropping to twenty-four, and fin- 
ishing with a spurt at the rate of forty to the 
minute, having coyered the five miles in the 
slow time of 36,464, ay announced by the rof- 
erees, and won $6,000, in doing so, or $1,200 
a mile. 

DEFEATED, 

As the gun was fired, signifying that Han. 
lan hes croesed the line, the unfortunate 
Courtney, who had but just got out of his 
boat, was seen,unaided and unattended, wet- 
tinghis aching head. The ladies watching him 
say nothing, but look the sympathy they do 
not express, while the men acowl in contempt 
and hurl oncomplimentary epithets. Courtney 
disappears in the boat house and the door 


closed on him.

Hanlan haying won the toss surprised evory 
ote by choosing the Washington side of the 
course, the Virginia side having been his 
choice in the previous raco. This change of 
course was mado, it is said, with a desire to 
accord Riloy whatover advantage there might 
be in having tho Virginia side. 

At six o'clock the two oarsmen backed into 
position, and afew minutes later were given 
thestart. Theie oars seemed to catch the 
water simultancously, and both atruck out at 
a terrific pace. Suddenly after taking half a 
dozen strokes, Riley stopped, losing a full 
length. The cause was not known until the
